After the underbody for the am ­ 
bulance had been taken to the body 
builder in Hanover Thursday' after­ 
noon. and carefully gone over, it was 
decided to increase the wheelbase of 
the machine from 132 to 145 inches, to 
insuie greater comfort for the 
pa­ 
tient*., and to accommodate the size 
of the body. 
Plans for the conveyance will be 
submitted to the committee within ten 
days, it is announced. The ambulance, 
which is to be built by a 
Hanover 
firm, will represent the last word in 
that form of automobile construction. 
The cost of the body will be taken 
care of by local O ty sb u rg interests, 
not connected with the Warner Hos­ 
pital. 
Hight weeks after the contract for 
the body in left, once plans arc ap-, 
proved, the ambulance will be deliver­ 
ed and ready for service, not only in 
Gettysburg, but throughout the coun­ 
ty.

Deceased 
was born 
in Larimore 
township, 
Adams 
countv. 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, being the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
George Gardner, and up to his e ig h ­ 
teenth year pursued the life and habits 
of the average rural youth. 
In 1818, when but eighteen years of 
age, while an apprentice on the Star 
and 
Banner, 
Gettysburg, 
on 
New 
Year’s night he was converted in the 
Methodist 
church 
of 
that 
place 
through the caJling of the Rev. Hol­ 
land, then its pastor. 
With his conversion came the call 
to the ministry and six months after­ 
wards he became a public exhorter. 
at twenty years of age being licensed 
a local preacher and in 1854, when 
twenty-four years old, his name was 
placed upon the list of eligibles of the 
Baltimore Methodist Episcopal con­ 
ference, the intervening years having 
been spent 
in 
preparation 
through 
| study 
at 
Dickinson 
College 
and 
through local service. 
When he became an exhorter, a 
sarong friendship was welded between 
him and David 
McMillan, deceased, 
father of the late Oscar McMillan, of 
Gettysburg, through the things ,:n 
common that interested them, and in 
company with his much older comrade, 
he was wont to visit nearby churches 
and lift his voice. 
His first sermon was preached at 
the H astier home, along the York

come, in the volume of the book it is

God.” 
The presiding elder 
listened

ed the pastor to ask him if he had not 
heard another preach a 
somewhat 
similar sermon.

With the mercury dropping sud­ 
denly from seventy degrees above 
zero, 
mild 
balmy

to spring, Gettysburg and 
Adams 
county as a whole shivered in a tem­ 
perature as low as 15 degrees today, 
* but the hearts of fruit growers were 
made glad. 
For, according to those 
intimately acquainted with fruit grow*- 
iag, the cold spell warded off ajiy pos­ 
sible danger to the apple crop which 
might have resulted had the warm 
weather continued longer 
and 
the 
trees begun to bud. 
The slight flurry o f snow Thursday 
was followed by a wind storm which 
, Continued through the night. 
The 
high winds brought overcoats out of 
premature storage in mothballs. The 
i cold spell, according to the official 
weather man, is expected to continue 
over the week-end, but with the paas- 
i ing of the present cold wave there is 
mewed hopi* of the balmy weather of 
last week. 
May Damage Peaches 
While apples are considered a b s o ­ 
lutely sate from any damage as a re­ 
sult of the warm spell, followed by 
tho cold snap, 
peaches 
in the coun­ 
ty may be slightly damaged us a re­ 
sult of the unusually cold weather 
during the winter, fruit growers say. 
The damage in Alia ins county, if any, 
to peaches from the cold spell is not 
nearly us great as it is reported to be 
in the Cumberland Valley, these fruit 
growers say. 
The Cumberland Valley peach crop 
is in danger of infantile paralysis. 
According to art official 
statement 
made at the department of agricul­ 
ture, in Harrisburg, some of the buds 
have been hurt and there may be only 
half a crop. 
The statement says: 
,“W. A. MeCubbin, pathologist, de- 
’ pai’tment of agriculture, ha.-, just re­ 
turned from Franklin county, where 
he made some inquiry of the report­ 
ed weather damage to fruit trees in 
that section. 
He found the injury 
very spotted. 
R. T. Criswell, promi­ 
nent orchardist in the county, said 
that some peach' orchards still have 
prospects for a full crop, others a 
medium cron and the remainder little, 
if any, fruit. 
“The killing of the peach buds is 
reported as being very irre g u la r, so 
that it will bt* some time before the 
actual damage can 
be 
estimated. 
There is a danger of over-estimating 
the damage, Mr. MeCubbin 
states. 
According to all present indications, 
Franklin county will have about half 
a peach crop. 
“The damage was not due to the 
temperature dropping to a very bw 
point,” Mr. MeCubbin concludes. “It 
! was due to the presence of a soft we, 
■ snow falling on the trees a day or 
j two bcf nix* the extreme cold weather. 
The trees were still moist when tin* 
temperature dropped and a s a result 
! the fruit" buds were damaged.”

Colonel Cope’s design for the tablet 
and the stone to which the bronze 
plate will be affixed was

proved by the Loyal 
Legion, 
after 
which it was 
submitted 
to the war 
department for final approval. 
Tin­ 
stone, which will measure OO inches 
in height and 44 inches across, will 
be of granite, taken from the battle­ 
field here, and employes of the local 
office are already at work shaping the 
native rock into the form of the 
finished stone.

Approve Inscription 
It is expected that the tablet word­ 
ing will be approved by the war de­ 
partment within a short time, and 
that the memorial will be ready for 
unveiling some time this summer. The 
program of dedicatory exercises will 
be arranged by the Loyal legion, of 
which lieutenant General Nelson A. 
Miles, retired, of Washington, is com­ 
mander. 
John Page Nicholson w a s appointed 
chairman of the battlefield commis­ 
sion, when that laxly was authorized 
by Congress in 1839, and he held that 
office until 1922, when be died. 
Fol­ 
lowing his death, the commission dis­ 
solved, and Colonel Cope was raised 
from the position of engineer, which 
he held under the commission, to su­ 
perintendent of the national park. 
Colonel Nicholson,

Philadelphia, lived in Gettysburg for 
a number of years.
